Whatever may be 
thought about the * revelation ’ which decided the conduct of the Americal farmer, 
most people will agree that the idea of providing an hotel for the expected returning 
Israelites was eminently American and practical, and deserved the commercial suc-

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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


THE SPECTATOR AND THE JEWS. 


The wholly uncalled-for attack on the Jews which appears in the Spectator, 
of the 12th inst., will arouse a feeling of indignation not only among Jews both 
here and abroad, but likewise among those who have been accustomed to regard 
religious toleration as a part of the creed of Liberalism. Appearing as it did as 
one of the leading Notes of the Spectator, it has no context to support it, or to 
qualify its unjustifiable statements. There seems to us to be no escape from the 
eonclusion that either religions liberty is no longer regarded as a tenet of 
Liberalism, or that the Spectator has ceased to represent the views of English 
Liberals. Nothing but a narrow-minded jealousy, as unworthy as it is mis- 
chievous, can have dictated such an article as that which we reproduced from 
the columns of the Speciator, in our last week’s issue. J’or some time past, this 
liberal and religious journal, which professes a strange familiarity with the 
ways of Providence and occasionally assumes to be its special organ, has been 
endeavouring by every ignoble means to re-enkindle the sparks of hatred against 
the Jews, which superior education and some acquaintance with their qualities, 
had well-nigh succeeded in completely quenching. The Spectator seconded in a 
mild form Goldwin Smith's attack upon our people, and no opportunity has 
been lost to hurl little arrows against the Jews, on account of the attitude which 


~ this journal chooses to suppose.they have nationally assumed with respect to the 


Eastern Question. ‘None but Jews and Tories,” is a phrase we seem to have 
read more than once in the Spectator ; and however well satisfied the Con- 
servative Government may be to have the influence of the Jews thrown into 
their arms, we doubt the policy of a so-called Liberal journal, in divorcing such 
staunch supporters as the Jews from its party. But till now, no such open an 
attack has appeared in the columns of the Spectator. England is now told that 
the conduct of the Jews with. reference to Turkey “will affect their future.” 
What this threat is intended to imply we cannot say; but in such an utterance 
there is no disguise of the mischievous desires of this tolerant journal. We are 
not informed whether the municipal and civil rights which now for many years 
we have enjoyed are to be taken away from us, because we are supposed to have 


held the same views as the majority of our fellow-countrymen both inside and 


outside of Parliament. We are not told whether the Test Act is to be re- 
instituted, and the doors of the Universities and Colleges, some of which 
Jews helped to found, are to be closed again on our Jewish youth, because 
“ literature is full of the success of the Jews in ousting the ancient families.” 
The itakcs are ours, but they serve to draw attention to the Spectaior’s strange 
conception of ‘‘ ancient families,” having a prescriptive right to literature. That 
ehanges in our Constitution, calculated to repress the Jews, are not altogether 
foreign to the Spectator’s liberalism, may be inferred from the sympathy which 
is expressed with Roumania’s excuse for refusing to carry into effect the Clauses 
of the Berlin Treaty. We are also reminded that in consequence of the 
success of the Jews in Hungary, “an alteration in the Constitution has become 
needful,” and, when to this is added the statement that the rise of the Jews into “a 


dreaded order has been singularly rapid—too rapid we imagine‘for them to be 


perféctly safe in their new position,” we cannot be charged with having 
exaggerated, or placed in a false light the views of the Spectator on religious 
liberty, There is no doubt that the article to which we refer is calculated to do 


a large amount of mischief, to throw barriers in the way of the progress of the | 


Jews, to enkindle fanatical hatred against them here, and, far more so, in those 
countries where they are still cruelly oppressed, and where efforts are being made 
by all civilised Governments to assist them. There is but one satisfactory point 
to notice with respect to this unjustified and unjustifiable attack. And that is 
the indignation which it has aroused on the part of other journals. We venture 
to think that there are few Englishmen, whether they be Liberal or Conservative, 
by whom the principle of religious toleration is regarded as an inalienable right, 


who will not regret that a leading periodical should have made itself responsible 
for so illiberal and bigoted an article. 


SOCIALISM IN GERMANY, 


The Socialist Bill which has just been passed by the German Parliament is 
a very drastic measure, and the excited interest which Prince Bismarck took in 
it serves to show that Socialism in Germany has attained threatening propor- 
tions. The Socialistic wave which is now passing over the Fatherland, is 
something very different from the mild-eyed, dreamy, semi-philosophic, semi- 
crazy Socialism which Fourier, St. Simon, and even Robert Owen made their 
own. They desired, it is true, to establish a communism in which by some nice 
adjustments labour and capital, literature and the fine arts, pleasure and pain, 
should all be duly awarded and meted out.

France, it has taken vigorous root in Germany, and rises up before order and 
authority as some active, living principle—gaunt, hungry-eyed, sinisier and 
murderous. Twice in about as many weeks the hand of the assassin was 
directed towards the venerable person of the German Emperor. We know it 
was Socialism that pointed the weapons and pulled the triggers ; we know it 
was Socialism which formed fitting instruments for the attempted assassination, 
but behind these visible instruments there rises an impalpable shadow, 
threatening and powerful, mocking enquiry and eluding the grip of con- 
stituted authority. The astute vigilance of the Secret Police is able 
to inform the Government that the virus of Socialistic principles is spread- 
ing amongst the masses, but it is unable to bring before the tribunal 
o: justice the men who foment sedition, as they allege, for the love of 
the human race, and for the advancement of materialistic philosophy. The 
Germar. mind, so slow to receive outward impressions, has become alarmed at 
the progress of subversive principles emanating from secret societies whose 
existence is yet no secret ; and having become alarmed, there is danger that it 
will fly to extreme re-action, and become cruel in its timidity. Looking merely 
on the surface of things, it seems strange that Germany, the home of patient 
investigation, and of a people anxious rather for material prosperity than for 
political posture making, should have become violently enamoured with commu- 
nistic ideas. In England the slightest possible concessions of popular reform 
sufficed to extract the fangs of Chartism, and to eliminate from the Socialism of 
the day nearly all that threatened danger to the commonweal, and now, except 
as a matter for ingenious speculation, the English socialistic movement has 
toned down to Co-operative Stores and ‘I'rade Union Societies. Social legislation 
here appears to proceed on the principle that “ it is not the province of the Govern- 
ment to save men from their own folly, but only from wrong,” and within these 
very undetermined and elastic lines, men have ample room to make experiments 
at their own cost, and to gain knowledge by practical experience. But in 
Germany there has not been that independent freedom of action which we now 
find is in the long ran best for man individually and in the aggregate. In 
Germany we have too often seen the disposition shown by the dominant party 
to make itself intellectually and morally responsible for the rest. Controversial 
disputations have been carried on with acrimonious hate, and in the contest the most 
unwholesome calumnies have been sown broadcast, as though calumny and hatred 


could bear no fruit in the minds of those who saw their professors steeped to tho 
lips in hate and glowing with fanaticism, Germany has erred in the past in 


looking on at. these fierce onslaughts—witness the controversy of the Clericals 
with the Liberals, the attacks against the Jews, and the almost direct incite- 
ments to violence against them. — Fair criticism of errors of judgment would 
have helped Germany oriward in her intellectual progress, but the free imputa- 
tions of sullied and sordid motives hurled by professor against professor, could 


‘not fail to breed fanaticism, and from fanaticism to communism is only one step. 


It now only remains to hope that Germany will learn the lesson of even-handed 
justice and moderation, even when dealing with Socialists and Ultramontanes, 


A TIMELY WARNING. 


The recent catastrophe at the Colosseum Music Llall, Liverpool, has once 
again directed attention to the very imperfect construction of many of our public 
buildings. Every fresh disaster unmistakeably shows that there is very 
inadequate means of exit provided in the majority of our public buildings, and 
whenever a panic arisce there is almost certain to be loss of life attributable 
solely to the crush which proper means of egress would have avoided. In our 
last issue a correspondent drew timely attention to one great fault in the con- 
struction of our Synagogues. He says, and says truly, that, as a rule, the 
sufliciency of means of exit in our Synagogues has been woefully neglected. In 
the Great Synagogue al/ the doors—without exception—open inwards. No great 
effort of the imagination is needed to picture to ourselves some of the frightful 


accessories which would wait upon a well-founded alarm of fire in the Great 


Synagogue on, say, the eve of Simcoth Torah, as suggested by our correspondent. 
Even the doors of the ladies’ galleries open inwards, and, in the event of panic, 
there never was a better contrived arrangement for spreading mourning. It not 
infrequently happens that writers in the public prints blame audiences for giving 
way to panic in moments of danger, whether real or apprehended. But when 
we have to deal with people as they are, and not as they should be, would it not 
be wiser if we anticipated their movements, and not permit their movements 
to occasion terrible disaster ? Even under the calmning influences of religious 
devotion who cannot picture the wild scene of terrible disorder which would arise 
in the Great Synagogue, for instance, when under the pressure of an excited 
crowd, the doors were all shut and kept so by the surging mass impatient for 
release? Those who know what it is to be in the midst of a throng, struggling, 
battling, surging ; swaying now to the right, now to the left, but making no 
progress ; getting fierce in its despair, and excited in its impotency, will be able 
to realise somewhat the situation of personsin a building terribly conscious that, 
in addition to the chance of suffocation, there is a fatal fire making short work 
of all within the entire fabric. That persons should be calm in the presence 
of danger is in theory quite true, but we know that the theoretically 
true too often fails in practice, and here there is no exception to 
the rule. Persons will not be calm, and it therefore behoves 
persons to build synagogues and other public buildings in such a manner 
that an excited, eager multitude may be turned out in the least possible 
time and with the least possible confusion, Singularly enough, the Day of 
Atonement was marked by panics in synagogues at Pesth and Posen. At Pesth 
there was a false alarm of “fire,” and in consequence of there being only one 


door, towards which a mad rush was instantly made, there was first confusion, 
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then panic, and, lastly, grievous hurt, one poor child having its jaw broken, and 
several women requiring medicai assistance, Although there is some confusion 
about the precise details, it is quite clear that at Pesth the alarm reached to 

anic in consequence of there being only one means of egress; and probably no 
accident at all would have happened if the congregants had acted under the xnew- 
ledge that even if the building was on fire there was no personal danger, as there 
were plenty of doors leading out of the building. The Posen accident points to 
the fact that synagogues may by neglect become unsafe places for public 
worship. The serious injuries sustained by some 30 worshippers are due 
entirely to neglect. Would not periodical inspection into the structural condi- 
tion of our synagogues be prudent? Both the Pesth and Posen accidents were 
preventible. The “ timely warning” given by our correspondent may not be 
lost, if immediate attention is given to the structural condition of our synagogues 
and their fitness for certain possible emergencies, 


THE COLONISATION OF PALESTINE. 
BY LIEUT. CLAUDE R, CONDER, R.E. 


I.—THE PRESENT CONDITION OF THE COUNTRY, 


Since the completion of the Survey of Palestine—which is on the same scale 
and which aims at giving the same amount of detail given for England by our 
Ordnance Survey—we may be said to possess more detailed and accurate infor- 
mation regarding the present condition of Palestine than exists in the case of any 
other Asiatic or African country. The waste lands, forests, and deserts are 
distinguished on this great map from the cultivated districts. The olives, figs, 
vines, and enclosed vegetable gardens are all shewn, the springs and streams have 
all been surveyed, and the memoirs which accompany the map give detailed 
accounts of the water supply and cultivation. We have, therefore, at the present 
time reliable data on the eve of publication for a true estimate of the present 
cendition of Palestine, and of its possible future value. 


The desolate condition of the country has been over-estimated. It has been 
supposed that a great change in climate has occurred, and that there has been a 
great destruction of former forests. Both these statements are far beyond the 
true facts. The seasons of Palestine are identical with those described in the 
Mishnah (Taanith I.), and although we have no ancient observations to com- 

‘pare, and cannot therefore say ‘with certainty that the rainfall is the eame as in 
older times, still the springs and streams mentioned in the Bible are all yet 
flowing with water, and the annual rainfall of about twenty inches would be 
quite sufficient for the wants of the country if it were stored in the innumerable 
“ broken cisterns,” which only require a coat of cement to make them serviceable. 

The climate is, no doubt, far more unhealthy than formerly, but this is due 
in great measure to the destruction of the splendid old system of drainage and 
irrigation, and to the loss of trees raised by cultivation. Good drainage and tree 
planting would do much to restore the land toits former condition as regards 

climate. 

Palestine is by no means bare of trees, and its water supply is most abundant 
in the cultivated districts. A forest of oaks covers the hills west of Nazareth— 

a beautiful woodland extends westwards from the low hills into the plains of 
Sharon. On Carmel and in the Hebron hills the thick copse has spread over 
former vineyards and orchards, and in lower Galilee many districts are clothed 
with a dense tangled brushwood, and with oaks and mastic trees. This luxuriant 
wild growth flourishes in spite of wholesale destruction by the fire-wood sellers, 
and unprotected by any forest laws, evidencing the richness of the seil where it 
grows. | 

This richness of the soil is also attested in the plains by the beautiful crops 


of barley and wheat, raised by merely scratching the ground with the light 


native plough ; and the oil from the long olive groves on the low hills (of which 
1,800 tons was exported in 1871), is said to be the finest in the world. Cn the 
high Hebron hills, and on Hermon, the vine grows most luxuriantly, and good 
wine is even now manufactured in Lebanon. The fruits of the country are 
numerous and delicious, and cotton, tobacco, indigo, millet, and sugar cane can 
all be grown easily. , 

The riches of the land are mainly agricultural. Mines have been found at 
Sidon and in Lebanon, copper, coal, and even tin having been discovered, but 
the quality of the mineral does not appear to be very good in any case. It 
seems, however, that rock-oil is to be expected in the neighbourhood of the 
Dead Sea (where indications of its presence are said to have been noticed), and 
bitumen and salt are already obtained from the same vicinity: 

There is one particular in which a marked difference is observable. This is 
in the amount of cultivation as compared with that of former times. The 
ancient terraces so carefully built up or hewn in the hill-sides now produce rich 
crops—kut crops of weeds and thistles. For every inhabited village ten ruined 
towns are found. In the copses and on bare hill-sides the ancient wine-presses 
are cut in rock. The site of the vineyard of Naboth at Jezreel is marked on the 
Survey map by a collection of these ancient presses on the hill above the city, 
where not a vine plant is now grown. Old orchard walls and watch-towers of 
huge stones stand half ruined in the wild districts, and the same story is 
repeated throughout the length of the land—the cultivation has shrunk with a 
decreasing population. 

The population of Syria is stated in Consular Reports not to exceed the 
incredibly low figure of 2} millions in 26,000 square miles. In the country the 
people are packed in villages, containing 100 to 500 inhabitants, end the grounds 
of.a village will average about 10 acres per soul. ‘Two-thirds of the peasantry 


are Moslem, About 40,000 Jews are said to live in Syria, and in Palestine they 


are found chiefly in the four sacred cities, Jercsalem, Hebron, Tiberias and 


Safed, and in the coast towns. The greater number are poor, and many are 
supported by the Halukah. The richer class are merchants and-traders. The 
majority of the Jews are Ashkenazim, from Germany, Poland and Russia. 

It is said that if fully cultivated, even after the native fashion, Palestine is 
capable of supporting ten times its present population. The question which 
really requires to be answered is : In wkat manner can this cultivation be carried 
out? It is proposed to show, in the succeeding articles, the reasons why former 
attempts have failed, and the true principle to be adopted, whether on a emall 
scale under the existing government, or on a large scale, under a more 
enlightened and juster administration, It has been already proved that none 
are better fitted to carry out these improvements, and to direct the present 
population in agriculture, than the descendants of the ancient conquerors who 
made hewers of wood and drawers of water of the aboriginal population. The 
energy, industry and tact, which are so remarkable in the Jewish character, are 
qualities invaluable in a country whose inhabitants have sunk into fatalistic 
indolence; and Palestine is still so cheap a country, and requires s0 moderate a 
capital for investment, that it may well attract the attention of the middle class 
among its riglitful owners. 

Of late years the Jewish population in Palestine, and in Jerusalem espe- 
cially, has greatly increased in numbers. The community has also gained in 
power and importance. A building club has been established, and houses have, 
by means of Jewish co-operation, been built outside the city on the west. Many 
of the Jews are under British protection, and the total Jewish population of the 
Holy City is estimated as being from 8,000 to 10,000 souls: the trade of tlie 


town is rapidly falling into'their hands, and they are buying up all the available 
land in the vicinity. 


THE JEWS OF CORFU. 


— 
— 


A letter from Corfa which has been published in the Pa/ingenesia, cives 
most interesting details of the Jews resident in the island. It appears that 
the number of the Jewish community of the town of Corfu may be estimated at 
6,000 souls, They form twocommunities, namely, the Greek, which was founded 
several years before the Christian era, and the Italian community founded in 1492. 
Neither under Venetian rule, nor under the British Protectorate, did the Jews 
enjoy full political rights. Not until Corfu was annexed to Greece, did 
the Jews there enjoy the same civil and political rights as the other citi- 
zens of the Hellenie Kingdom. Up to the year 1874, the Greek Hebrew com- 
munity wes administered by four members, who were elected by the elders 
of the community. In 1874 its administration was contided to a Board of twenty 
members, elected by all the Israelites of Corfu. 

In the Italian community of Hebrews the Board is elected by universal 
suffrage for five years. Thetwo boards meet together to deliberate upon all affairs 
which equally interest the two communities. The communities maintain 


four synagogues, which are placed under the management of a Chief Rabbi, who. 


has a yearly salary of 6,600 francs, and a triennial supplement of 1,800 francs. 
They also maintain schools for both sexes, where Hebrew, the Bible and Greek 
are being taught. They have founded relief societies for mutual assistance and 
benevolence to support the poor, bury the dead of the needy, to have tanght a 
trade to the orphans, and to assist poor Israclites' who pass through Corfu. 


Personal contributions fixed inthe aggregate at 56,000 francs per annum furnish 


the tunds of these different societies. 


The intelligence from Corfu states that the Israelites are weil off, and 
several are very wealthy. All are contept with the new order of things 
by which they have been emancipated, by being raised to the rank of 
citizens: on the other hand, however, they also act as citizens, and are never 
failing in their duties towards the State.

OXFORD HEBREW CONGREGATION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

€1a,—Through the medium of your columns I desire to communicate with 
our people on the subject of this Congregation, in which I am deeply interested, 
aid earnestly to solicit funds to aid me in erecting a Synagogue in this city. 
‘The position of the Oxford Jews is a peculiar one, and perhaps unlike that of 
their brethren in any other provincial place. They live under the immediate 
obeervation of a creat world of intellect and culture. The notions of cultivated 
men respecting Judaism and the Jews are often formed by their Oxford ex- 
periences, and it is not the mass of men who think deeply upon Religion or 
interest themselves about our race. Therefore, in Oxford the Jews are specially 
responsible for the honour and credit of the Ilouse of Israel. The numoer of 
their families is eleven, most of whom have several children. They havea 
temporary place of worship, and a“ reader and killer,” possessing a distinctly 
musical voice. 

The members of the congregation are engaged in pursuits of thorough 
respectability, and are the social equals of their fellow-citizens. They have 
received the suggestion to erect a synagogue rejoicingly, and have responded to 
my appeal for iunds to the utmost of their means. Some will give £20 and 
others £10. I have reason to believe that in the course of this week I shall 
raise £100 among them for our sacred object. Besides their own numbers, there 
are isolated families of our faith in the neighbomhood of the county whose 
co-operation I shall look for. It is said that an iron chapel or unpretentious 
building can be raised for a few hundred pounds in Oxford, where building is 
inexpensive. I shall this day put myself in communication with the Town Clerk 
respecting a site I have marked, and shall at once obtain a builder's estimate. 


In London last week I told my tale to the venerable and Rev. Chief Rabbi, Dr. - 


Nathan Adler, who kindly gave me his hearty good wishes for the Congregation, 
and approval to deliver sermons from time to time. Oxford Jews are fully sensible 
that it is their duty to maintain a minister who shall be an educated person, and 
able to command reepect from all quarters. Until I find they are in a position to do 
this and have secured one, I have solemnly undertaken, with their uranimous 
accord, to stand by them as their minister and friend. Every interest and 
sympathy is evinced by my brethren of the Alma Mater. Support has been 
volunteered by one who is not of the Covenant. My friend and fellow Collegean 
Mr. Claude Montefiore, who is one with me in the work, has kindly consente 
to receive donations by letter addressed to him to Balliol College, Oxford.

Now, Sir, I have no desire to argue the justice or futility of the remonstranco 
of “ty.” Indeed, it scarcely admits of argument ; the arbitrament lies rather 
with our emotions than with our reason. There may be a few old ladies who 
like to be ’arrowed”’ by the sermons of those they sit under ; there are othe 
doubtless, whose admiration for their preacher increases in proportion to his 
comminstory powers ; but I venture to think that these two classes are but a 
minority, and a small minority, of educated congregants, to the majority of 
whom the pulpit practices which ‘‘ ” condemns are at once offensive, of no 
good or lasting effect, and inimical to the best interests of religion,

THE MEANS OF EXIT IN OUR SYNAGOGUES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,— The late fatalities in connection with the synagogues in Pesth and 
near Posen, and also at the Colosseum Theatre in Liverpool, have called public 
attention to the mode of exit provided in our public buildings. 

I noticed in your last issue “ A Member of the Great Synagogue ”’ complained 
of the inadequacy of exit in that synagogue. What if, God forbid, a cry of 
“ fire” should be raised in the North London Synagogue on a holiday or, even 
worse, on one of the High Festivals! The result would be horrible to picture, 
We have three narrow doors (of which the middle one is always locked) in the 
body of the synagogue, and in the ladies’ gallery there is but one door, and of 
this double-door one side is locked, allowing only one person to leave by it at a 
time. On a regular Sabbath when the synagogue is nearly empty, it takes a 
lady to get from the North end of the Synagogue to the door over a minute, 
How would it be if there were over 250 ladies all crushing for this half door, 
which also lays behind a glass screen? Then on descending the staircase the 
ladies have to mingle with the gentlemen in the vestibule. Why could not the 
Executive of the North London Synagogue have doors and staircases made in 
the North end of the Synagogue at the side of the Ark where we have two bare 
walls and plenty of waste ground belonging to us? Must we wait for a fatal 
accident owing to this mis-arrangement before this grave matter is seen into ?

CHILDREN IN OUR SYNAGOGUES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—During my temporary residence in Norwood (through the Holidays), 
I attended synagogue at the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, The congrega- 
tion, as you are doubtless aware, consists (with the exception of the staff) of 
young boys and girls, and yet I assure you the decorum exhibited by these 
youthful worshippers was as near perfect as possible. 

The service was conducted.with a great deal of tact and ability, by the Rev. 
Mr. Harris, the Head-Master, in a strictly Orthodox manner. ‘Two boys are 
selected who act as beadles. The Law was read by an elder lad, except upon 
the Day of Atonement. It is very pleasing to see with what heartiness all the 
boys take part in the service and chant the responses, 

On the Day of Atonement, the Head-Master addressed his youthful congre- 
gation with a most impressive sermon, well adapted for their comprehension. 
Altogether, my attendance at the synagogue left a very agreeable impression 
upon my mind, 

I cannot help contrasting the position of these poor boys in their synagogue 
with the position occupied in our synagogues by the children even of well-to-do 
seatholders; these latter children are frequently sent from pillar to post by the 
beadles, and are often obliged to be told there is no room for them: what becomes 
of the poorer children on Festival days, nobody seems to trouble themselves about 
nor enquire into. 

My visit to Norwood has convinced me that with the co-operation of our 
teachers something can be done to remedy thenecessity of excluding the children 
from our places of worship.

Turkey.—The Turkish Branch of the Alliance Israélite Universeile, the 
headquarters of which are at Constantinople, has just issued a statement of 
receipts and disbursements in connection with the relief of the Jewish 
fugitives during the Jate war, from which it appears that the receipts, from 
September, 1877, to May, 1878, amounted to £1T.13,177, and the expendi- 
ture to nearly £T.12,000. From the brief report which accompanies the 
financial statement, we glean that nearly 11,000 refugees at Constantinople, 
Adrianople, Philipopolis, Varna, Shumla and Tatar Bazardjik, were assisted by 
the Committee, who provided them with lodgings, nourishment and clothing, 
and in cases of illness, which were very numerous, with doctors and medicines. 
The repatriation of the fugitives, was, at the date of the issuing of the state- 
ment, rapidly approaching to an end. Special stress is laid in the report on the 
great kindness and valuable assistance, which the Committee, of which Signor 
Fernandez is Vice-President, received at the hands of the British Ambassador and 
Lady Layard. An elaborate detailed list is appended of the names of cach

expended on their behalf, &c.

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THE RECENT FESTIVALS.

The metropolitan synagogues, especially those in the city, were well 
attended during the Feast of Tabernacles. We publish below such further 
reports as have been forwarded to us, both as regards this Festival and the 
preceding solemn days of the New Year and the Day of Atonement. 

Seldom has the Great Synagogue been more thronged than was the case on 
the evening of Simchath Thora, even the gangways, from the reading-desk up to 
the steps of the Ark, being crowded with persons who were unable to find a 
seat. The Rev. Joseph Elmaleh, Honorary Chief Rabbi of Mogador and Consul 
for Austria in that town, attended the service at this synagogue, and carried a 
Scroll of the Law during the usual circuits. The service was conducted by the 
Rev. M. Hast. The choir, under Mr. Mombach, also sang exceedingly well. 
This was equally the case at the New Synagogue, which was also crowded, and 
where the Rev. A. P. Barnett officiated. 

The Rev. Isidore Harris preached at the North London Synagogue on the 
Sabbath of Repentance, on the Day of Atonement, and on the Second Day of 
Tabernacles, the subject of the sermon on the last-mentioned day being the 
lessons taught by the festival and its ceremonies, viz., trust in the Divine 
protection, On the other occasions, his subjects were the three essentials of 
repentance and the Atonement Service of the Temple. The services on the Day 
of Atonement were conducted by the Revs. Wasserzug and I. Harris, and Mr. 
Joseph Magnus.—At the Dalston Synagogue, the services on the New Year were 
conducted by the Revs. J. Lesser and M. H. Myers. On the Sabbath of 
Repentance, the Rev. B. H. Ascher delivered a sermon, as did also the Rev. M. 
H. Myers on Yom Kippur, when the services were conducted by ‘the two 
ministers and Mr. Philip Leuw. This temporary synagogue has been enlarged, 
so as to provide 50 additional seats, the necessity for which was clearly shown 
by every seat being oceupied. With the Jewish population in this neighbour- 
hood constantly increasing, a large permanent synagogue is becoming more and 
more an urgent requirement.—Mr. M. Bumsell was n’n, and Mr. Bierman 3°f, at 
the Maiden Lane Synagogue, where the Rev. I. Meisels preached twice during 
the festivals.—At the Sandy’s Row Synagogue, which was densely crowded, the 
services on Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur were read by the Rev. J. Penna- 
macoor and Mr. C. Grouse.—At the Princés Street Synagogne, the Rev. J, 
Messing delivered a sermon on the Sabbath of Repentance.—The Rev. Dayan 
Spiers preached during the High Festivals at the Windsor Street Synagogue, 
Bishopsgate, where the Rev. A. Goldstein and Mr. Cohen officiated. 

The additional reports which have reached us from the provinces all 
agree in stating that. the respective Synagogues were completely filled 
during the Holydays. At the handsome Chatham Mewworial Synagogue; the 
Rev. L. Polack, the aged minister, read the chief portions of the service, aud 
preached on the Day of Atonement on the efficacy of prayer. Mr. L. I. Myers 
of London assisted in some of the services.—At the Southampton Synagogue the 
services were conducted by the Rey. I. Simon, assisted by Mr. A. Alexander of 
Exeter, who specially came to Southampton and gave his services gratuitonsly. 


' On the Day of Atonement the first mentioned gentleman delivered a sermon, 


based on Jonah, i, 8 and 9.—At Exeter the services were conducted by Messrs. 
Greenbaum and Jonas, of Plymouth. At Plymouth, the Rev. L. Rosenbaum 
and Mr, L. Freedman officiated —The new Synagogue at Merthyr Tydvil was 
attended on the High Festivals by a large number of worshippers from neigh- 
bouring villages. The services were performed by the Rev. A. Abelson, assisted 
by Mr. A. B. Jacobs.—Mr. Herman Harris of Tredegar and Mr. Myer Joseph of 
Merthyr officiated at the Tredegar Temporary Synagogue. Three Jewish resi- 
dents of Tredegar have announced their intention of raising a permanent place 
of worship (independently of any extraneous aid) sufficiently large to accommo- 
date the entire Congregation.—At the ‘Wolverhampton Synagogue the services 
were read by the Rev. I. Greenberg, assisted by Mr. D. Timpowsky.. Mr. L. 
Goldberg and Mr. J. Hart were respectively A’Mand 3°79 —The services at the 
Synagogue in Sheilield were conducted by the Revs... Davids and — Miron.— 
At the recently consecrated Synagogue in Leeds the services were performed by 
the Revs, I. Wolirski and Rosensohn —The Rev. Dr. J. Strauss, Minister of the 
Bradford Synagoghe, was assisted in the services by Messrs. Sallon, Gottheil and 
Calman, the latter being the President, and the two other gentlemen members of 
the Committee. Mr. Calman read the German portion of the prayers. Mr. 
Strauss himself preached three times during the Fast of Kippur.—The Rev. I. A. 
Levy officiated at the Sunderland Synagogue, and delivered sermons on the 
Sabbath of Repentance and on the Day of Atonement. 
Jacob Gallewski assisted in the services.—The South Shields Synagogue was 
crowded during the Festivals. Excellent arrangements were made by the newly- 
elected honorary oflicers, Mr. J. Jackson and Mr. N, Friend.

JEWS’ COLLEGE, 

A Special General Meeting of the Governors and Subscribers of the Jews’ 
College was held, on Wednesday last, at the Jews’ College. There were 
present : Mr. Henry Solomon, Treasurer, in the chair ; Messrs. Marcus N. Adler, 
Lionel L. Alexander, Charles Samuel, and Stuart M. Samuel. 

The meeting, which was of a formal character, was convened for the purpose 
of considering and (if approved) passing the following alteration in the 
Constitution, which was recommended for adoption by the Council : To rescind 
Article X, Section 4, and to insert the following in its place: “ Every Congrega- 
tion, Jewish Corporate body or Society contributing £30 per annuam or upwards 
shall have the power of nominating one ex officio member of the Council for each 
£30 so contributed,” 

The resolution was passed in the following amended form: “ Every Congre- 
gation, Corporate body, Society or Institution of Jews, contributing £30 per 
annum or upwards to the College, shall have the power to nominate and appoint 
an ex-officio member of the Council fot each £30 so contributed so long as such 
contribution shall be paid to the funds of the College.” 

A vote of condolence was passed to Mr. J. M. Solomon on the death of his 
wife ; and the meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the ckair.

MANCHESTER JEWs’ Scnoots;—On. Monday morning last these Schools 
re-opened after the vacation, On this day the boys took ion of their 
new school-room, which has been formed by the addition of a third storey to 
the existing building. This addition makes the Manchester Jewish Schools 
take that rank among the scholastic edifices of Manchester as a building 
which it already held as an educational institution. On 24th October, 1869, 
the present building in Derby Street was opened to supply the educational 


‘needs of the Jews of Manchester, and in less than nine years the number of pupils 


has increased to such an extent that further enlargement was necessary. Since 
these premises were opened, the number of pupils has trebled, showing the necessity 
for Jews at least keeping up the schools of the community, The greatest want of 
room was fe!t in the Infant Department, which had become so crowded that no more 
children could be received without endangering the Government grant. To provide 
funds for the proposed extension, a ball was held in the beginning of the year at the 
Manchester New Town Hall, which was a decided success in every way, a very large 
sum of money being raised, though, we regret to say, that a very large sum is still 
wanting to clear the institution from debt, Thé alterations have been carried out 
by Messrs. Neild and Son, from the plans of Mr. Edward Salomons, F.R.A.S., the 
original architect of the building. Messrs, Henriques, Moss, and Hildesheimer, 
representing the Committee, and Mre, Hesse, the Hon. Sec. of the Ladies’ Committee, 
were present at the opening ceremony, which was of the simplest kind, | 


Tue YeLtow Fever in Amsrica.—The following is asad example of the 
hundreds of terrible bereavements caused by this dreadful epidemic. The Rev. 


Marks Moses, Minister of the Synagogue at Providence, received the sorrowful 


tidings that his wife, and his two sons, and a daughter, aged 21, 10, and 20 years 
respectively, had died of the yellow fever whilst on a visit to New Orleans. Of 
his whole family he has but one child left, a girl of four years. In addition to 
other Jews who fell victims to the plague, has to be mentioned Mr. Adolph 
Brentano, a promising young citizen of Evadeville, Indiana, whose death is 
deplored by the entire community of that town. He was visiting his family and 
friends at Evansville a few weeks ago, when the call of duty summoned him to 
New Orleans, where he was then living. Though implored to leave that fever- 
etricken city, he manfully remained to minister to the helpless, and it was whilst 
fulfilling this noble occupation that he himself caught the infection, from which 
he died on the 6th ult—The Governor of the State of Ohio having issued a 
proclamation recommending a day to be set apart for prayer on behalf of the 
sufferers, and calling upon all Christians to assemble in their respective charches 
for this purpose, exception was taken to the wording of this proclamation by 
Messrs. Simon Wolf and B. Simon of Cincinnati, who asked the Governor 
whether by using the term “ Christians ’’ he invited to prayer only such as profess 
the Christian religion. The Governor replied that the word “ Christian” was 
intended to embrace all who recognised aud relied upon Divine protection in the 
hour of need, and was not intended to exclude any sect or creed, least of all to 
exclude the Jews, who are recognised and illustrious for deeds of mercy and 
charity. Tbus, according to Mr, Bishop's extraordinary reasoning, all who 
acknowledge the Deity, even Jews and Mahomedans are considered as 
Christians, though, says the Philadelphia Jewish Record, ages before the 
birth of Christianity the :ecognition and reliance upon the Deity was 
taught by the Jewish race, one of whom was the founder of the Chris- 

tian faith. That the Jews fully deserved the encomiums passed upon 

them the Governor is shown from the fact that in Washington, St. Louis, 
New York, and Philadelphia the first contributions collected in aid of the 
sufferers came from Jews. A touching instance of the sad effect of the 
scourge in Memphis is feclingly related in the Memphis Avalanche of the 
28:h September. It says: ‘‘ An instance showing the depopulation of the city is 
given in the commemoration of the Jewish New Year, which was ushered in last 
night. Memphis contained among her population, at the beginning of the epi- 
deimic, fully four thousand Israelites. ‘To them, the New Year is second only to 
the Day of Atonement in its importance. Their synagogues are aiways crowded, 
and many of the faith attend worship: on these two events who, perhaps, are 
negligent in the observance of other holidays. Last evening services were held 
in the temple, on the corner of Main and Exchange Streets. The congregation 
numbered but eighteen. Of these nine have had the fever, three weré nurses from 
abroad, and the remaining six were all that had been left of the four thousand, 
who have escaped the fever, and they are here to-day aiding in the care of the 
sick and distressed. Mr. A. S. Myers, acting President of the Masonic Retief 

Board, read the services. It was an affecting scene, and tears flowed from every 

eye of that small band, who had gathered to commemorate the beginning of 

another year in the calendar of their faith.” |

HEBREW LITERATURE AND JEWISH PROGRESS. 


— 


Tuat the propositions adopted by the International Conference which recently 
met at Paris were both comprehensive and far-reaching in scope, no one, we 
suppose, will deny.. And their varied character was no less remarkable than 
the thoroughness and breadth of purpose which distinguished them. A closer 
union, with a view to united action, of organizations similar in respect of pur- 
pose to the Alliance ; the systematic inspection of existing schools and the 
foundation of new ones ; the instruction of teachers ; the preparation of a series 
of school-books ; the promotion of industrial education among such Jewish 
populations as those of Roumania and the Holy Land; the general en- 
couragement of the study of Hebrew Literature—these were the subjects with 
which the recommendations of the Conference dealt, and they proved. the satis- 
factory nature of the work that was done as conclusively as they demonstrated 
the need for the Conference itself. When so much awaits, we might almost 
say’ presses, for performance, the body that reminds us of the fact, and whose 
mere suggestions are in themselves a great step towards the accomplishment 
of such important tasks, has certainly justified its existence in the completest 
manner, 


“The most casual glance at the proposals of the Conference will 
suffice to show that its attention was not confined to the improvement 
of the merely material condition of our coreligionists in semi-civilized 
countries. It has long been recognised that the best remedy for the dis- 
abilities and the danger of persecution, which oppress so many of our 
brethren abroad, is the most radical. ‘To utilize, in an appeal to governments, 
the constantly growing influence possessed by the Jews of civilised States, for 
the purpose of redressing the wrongs of their less fortunate coreligionists, is a 
course which is both effective and necessary. But the most politic and the 


most thorough method of dealing with such evils is to remove all pretext for 


inequality and oppression by securing the intellectual elevation of those who 
suffer from them. It is thus that the subject of Education occupied so promi- 
nent a place in the deliberations of the Conference. And the appearance in the 
list of its recommendations of so unexpected a proposal as that which deals with 
the study of Hebrew Literature, is only to be regarded as the logical sequel to the 
suggestions concerning public instruction and the training of teachers, It 
will have been noticed that among the Jewish school-books the publication 
of which was advocated by the Conference, are works “on the language and 
literature of the Jews,” and those which contain “ moral and instructive 
readings selected from Jewish and other authors.” An acquaintance with the 
productions of the greatest Jewish writers was then, obviously, considered by 
the Conference an essential element of the education which it wishes should 
be provided by the schools of the Alliance and of kindred bodies, And from 
this step to the next, in which the Conference recommended a general en- 
couragement of the study of Hebrew Literature, the transition was a most 
natural one. The latter recommendation was adopted at the instance of the 
American Board of Delegates, and the suggestion of the Board confers no 
less honour upon it than the Conference has done itself by carrying it out. 


Practical recognition has thus been given by one of the most influential and 


Hebrew Literature possesses upon the veneration of the Israelite, and of its 

high importance as a lever for effecting his social and intellectual elevation 

even in this age, And of the two, the recognition of the latter truth is by 

far the more significant and remarkable. That the Conference should have 

passed an abstract proposition declaring its respect for Hebrew Literature is 

not surprising, considering the character of the men who adopted it. The 

members of the Paris Assembly were Jews with hearts beating with a love 

for everything Jewish—otherwise the Conference would have had no raison 
@'étre—and it was natural that they should give expression to the deep 
interest they felt in the splendid collection of writings which have been 
penned by Jewish hands in various ages, and whose brilliance is only 
equalled by the romance of their history. But when the Conference 
did much more than this, and testified to its sense of the importance 
of Hebrew Literature as a factor of Jewish progress, it took a remarkable 
course and one which every thoughtful mind will hail with approval. The 
works which in modern times have been subjected to unmerited neglect, and 
have been too generally considered more dead—if the term be permissible— 
than even the language in which they are written,‘are now declared to be 
among the necessary instruments for promoting the culture and the general 
welfare of the Jew. Inan age which has been condemned for its sordid and 
materialistic tendencies—tendencies to which Jews are commonly: stated to be 
equally as subject as any other body of men—in an age which has brought 
with it new wants, new fashions, new interests, the taste fora literature which, 
in its form at least, belongs essentially to the past, is to be revived, and the 
intellectual blossoms that gladdened and brightened a’bygone age are to live 
again to deck and delight the present. The description sounds like a romance 
or a dream ; but it depicts a sober fact as real as the meeting of the Conference 
itself. Atleast, such appears to us to be the import of the suggestions upon 
which we are commenting. 


And it is not difficuit to understand why they 
have been made. 


No one who is acquainted with Hebrew Literature can be ignorant of 
the fact that it comprises works ofthe most intellectual and refining character, 
and that a study of the writings of Jewish poets, historians and philosophers 
are aids to ‘knowledge and culture as powerful as the productions of modern 
men of letters. The education of Jewish children in Roumania and similar 
countries can, therefore, be advantageously condueted by making it include 
the study of Hebrew works. But there is another and a very important 
benefit to be derived from such an arrangement. From a knowledge of 
their. national literature, Jewish children will gain a reverence for their 
race, which, in turn, will beget a desire to prove themselves worthy of 
their people by the endeavour to increase their mental acquirements, and to 
lead, wenerally, a higher life. If Mducation has that refining intluence which 
| the Latin author ascribes to it, that influence must be intensified a hundred- 
fold when every lesson that is learnt is gathered by the child, so to speak, 
from the dead lips of the heroes of his people. And with this yearning for 
knowledge and refinement thus growing out of a new Jewish esprii de corps, 
there cannot fail to be united a desire to cast off the fetters of superstition. 
It may sound like a paradox, but it is none the less true, that a blind 
adherence to the forms, to the exclusion of the spirit, of Judaism, is an eyil 
which may be remedied by a study of even the essentially religious works of | 
our Literature. 
Levi, an ALpo, present Judaism in what, to the child reared amid the 
formalism of the Jewish homes of Roumania or Turkey, would be an entirely . 
new light. And even the study, under intelligent supervision, of the Talmud 
would have a salutary effect. upon the narrow views too commonly held as to 
the theory and practice of Judaism, by helping to distinguish essentials from 
non-essentials, and to restore to each prescription its due importance, .

And these advantages secured to the children in the schools, and ensuring 
their development into enlightened, yet earnest, Jews by making Hebrew Litera- 
ture one of the subjects of their study, would be extended as widely as possible 
by the general love for it which the Conference would see revived. “ The bright 
actions of the just survive unburied in the kindred dust”’; and no less than 
his pious deeds, the writings of many a Hebrew author whose hand has 
mouldered away long since, may yet shed inexpressible grace upon the lives 


| of his descendants, and prove a living power for good after many years.’ But 


the gain accruing in another direction from such a revival would be no less 
great. The study of our national literature need not, probably would not, be 
confined to our own people. The fruitful stream of knowledge which ‘over- 
flows Jewish domains must assuredly pass on, and carry its fertilizing 
influences into adjacent communities. The desire to be better acquainted 
with Hebrew Literature would be communicated from the mind of the 
Jew to that of his neighbour, even as one torch kindles the other, and with it 
would pass, too, a deeper respect, begetting a greater feeling of toleration, for 
the race itself. “In Jewish Literature is to be recognised and honoured an 
organic mental activity which, following the tendencies of the world, has 
gerved general interests, and which, pre-eminently moral and serious, 


representative assemblages of Jews in modern times of the claims which also inspires sympathy by its struggles. This ever unprotected Litera 
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ture, persecuted but never endowed, whose authors never belonged. | 


to the mighty ones of the earth, has a history, a philosophy, a poetry, 
which give it equal rank with other Literatures. And if this be 
conceded, onght not Jewish authors and the Jews in general acquire the 
franchise that belongs by right to Intellect? Must not humanity flow 
among the people from the well of knowledge, paving the way to understand- 
ing and union? The equalization of the Jews in usage and life must result 
from according its due place to the science of Judaism.” 

More than thirty years have elapsed since Zunxz, who has done as 


much as any living man for Hebrew Literature, wrote these words. 


And they are no less true now than they were when they were first 
penned. The firmest hope for justice which the Jew cherishes is centred 
in the recognition of his own worth and of the nobility of his race; 
and the seeds of such a recognition lie in the admiration by others of 
his Literature and in his own loyalty to the lessons it teaches. At present, it 
must be confessed, we have given but little practical recognition of this truth. 
jut now that the Conference has thought it necessary to make formal proposi- 
tions on the subject, we may expect greater things. Detter organization of 
existing societies may avail to help on the good work ; a federation of them 
would be better ; one eentral association formed for the purpose of promot- 
ing the study of Hebrew Literature among the various Jewish communities 
of the world would be best of all. But whatever practical form the recom- 
mendations of the Conference may assume, it is certain that there are none 
which have a deeper significance for the true welfare of Isnagt.

Tue Famine 1n Morocco.—We regret to learn from advices, dated Mogador, 
the 10th inst., that the famine is on the increase. Articles of food have also 
risen in price. Poultry which formerly could be bought at 6d. per head cannot 
now be had under 4s. Gd. Meat has also risen from 14d. and 2}d. to 6d. and 9d, 
per pound, The price of eggs has also increased in proportion. 


AnoTurr Panic A SyNaGocue,—An event which might easily have been 
attended with very sad consequences, occurred on the 18th October (Aapern 
N35), in the Synagogue at the Potsdamer Bridge in Berlin. Dr. Cohn, 
the Rabbi, was preaching his sermon, when suddenly a shout of “ Fire!” 
was raised. A large number of men and women rushed to the doors, and 
only the presence of mind of the minority of those present and the preacher 
prevented serious accidents happening. The sensible portion of the congregation 
remained quietly in their places, and the preacher, who had interrupted his 
discourse, asked for calmness, as the alarm had been a false one. It is believed 
that the cry was made through malevolence. So many had fainted amongst 
those who remained, and, in the excitement, 80 many had left the Synagogue, 
that the service could not be continued. The Rabbi himself left the place from 


which he had been preaching, and hurried to his wife, who had fainted. Fortu- 
nately, nobody was injured. , 


CHRISTIAN SABBATARIANS.—The Anabaptist Seventh-Day General Confer- 
ence has just held it annual gathering near New York. Two-hundred and fifty 


Delegates from various parts attended, and the meeting was very animated and 
encouraging. 


ASSOCIATION FOR ProvipinG Free Lectures To JEwisH Working Mex.— 
The Committee of this Association has just issued its annual report for the Session 
1877-8. Twelve Lectures and two Entertainments were given during the Session, 
the average cost of each being £2 10s. The Committee trust that at no distant period 
they may be enabled “ to hand over their work to some Association willing and able 
to continue it with even greater success than that with which they have been 
blessed,” The Committee arrive at this conclusion, being impressed with the inex- 
pediency of multiplying institutions of this character in the Jewish community, The 
balance-sheet shows a slight deficiency, 

“Sir Moses Monteriore” LireraAry AND Art Sociery.—The season at the 
“Sir Moses Montefiore” Literary and Art Society, opened on Sunday evening with 
most gratifying success, There was a very large attendance of members, and every- 
thing passed off satisfactorily. Previous to the commencement of the dramatic 
entertainment, which consisted of “One Touch of Nature” and “Uncle’s Will,” 
Mr. Hassfeld, the President of the society, said that the society was in a most 
prosperous and flourishing condition. There were now more than 300 members, 
and, despite the heavy expenses that had been incurred in procuring first-class 
premises, the present liabilities of the society, he was happy to say, were only 
trifling. He congratulated the members upon the success that had been so rapidly 
achieved, and felt no doubt that such success would continue and increase. He 
desired to thank the members for their cordial co-operation, without which the 
efforts of the Council would have been in vain, In concluding, Mr. Hassfeld drew 
attention to the regulations as to the admission of visitors ; regulations which, he said. 
had been rendered absolutely necessary in the interests of the members themselves, and 
also to avoid overcrowding, Mr. Hassfeld’s remarks were frequently interrupted by 
signs of approval, and at the close of his speech he was heartily cheered. “One 
Touch of Nature,” which engaged throughout the close attention of the audience, 
was supported by Mr. Henry Laurance as William Penholder, Miss Carrie Laurence 
as Constance Belmore, Mr. Faulkner, Mr. Aarons and Mr. Samuel Druiff. Miss 
Laurence displayed a full comprehension of the character she had undertaken, and 
in the great scene of recognition between father and daughter, divided the applause 
fairly with Mr. H. Laurance. At the fall of the curtain, great enthusiasm was 
shown, ‘Uncle's Will,” played by.

FROM CHRISTIANIA TO THE CORIMEA.—Ir. 


JOTTINGS ABOUT PETERSBURGH JEWs, 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The comparatively uninteresting journey across the Baltic to the Gulf of 
Finland, through a continuous archipelago of islets, is relieved by a stay of half 
aday at Abo. Thisisa flourishing little Finnish town built on the extremity 
which divides the Gulf of Bothnia from the Gulf of Finland. And althouc) 
there are two large English firms there, cne sees no signs of Jews. All through 
Finland one cannot fail to note their absence. In Ruesia proper this would not 
excite much surprise, but in Finland, over which Russia exercises little more than 
a nominal control, and where religious intolerance scarcely exists, it is somewhat 
conspicuous. 

Arrived at the Russian metropolis which, by-the-bye, no one but an English- 
man calls Saint Petersburgh, you again meet with the well known physiognomy, 
It is not, however, very often. You notice at once that the features do not 
appear to belong to so frank or respectable an individual as could owa them ip 
Sweden. You feel that, in more senses than one, a wide gulf separates the Jews 
of Stockholm from those of Petersburgh. 

I asked the manager of my hotel where the synagogue was? He politely 
referred me to the head-porter who, after consultation with a subordinate, 
directed me to No, 143, Angliskaia Prospect, opposite thé Egyptian 
bridge. A strange direction that suggested a somewhat doubtful frame 
of mind. Is the condition of the Jews here as prosperous as in the country which 
gives its name to the Prospect or Street where stands the Schul, or does it more 
resemble the slavish state of our ancestors in the country after which the bridge 
is christened ? We are told it is too far to walk to from our hotel, the Deymouth, 
which is quite near the Newski Piospect—the Regent Street of Petersburgh. 
But, then, no true Russian thinks of walking above a few hundred yards, and 
having ascertained that the distance is not more than a mile we, to the surprise 
of the head-porter, dispense with the services of that prevalent but jerky mode 
of conveyance, the drojki, and set out on foot. Our way leads us from the most 
fashionable to the by no means poorest part of the town. A more frequent 
encounter with the Jewish type of face tells us that we are nearing our destina- 
tion. Opposite a row of substantial, but dirty houses, I enqnired in German of 
an untidy looking Jewess with a baby in her aris for No. 143, Angliskaia Pros- 
pect. “ Here” was her reply, pointing to one of the dirty but substantial houses, 
which bore no outward sign that it was anything but a‘ private dwelling. 
Mounting a flight of stairs under the direction of this woman's husband who, 
curiously enough, wae the beadle, we were shown into a rather large and lofty 
room, fitted up as a synagogue. There was no attempt at anything like .decora- 
tion. ‘The white marble pillars which support the gallery strike one as an extra- 
vagauce strangely out. of keeping in this otherwise meagre place of worship. 
Que is not loath to leave the house and its neighbourhood, for they luok unclean 
and smell unwholesome, It is but a poor consolation to know that this room 
capable of holding, when quite full, nearly 300 people, men and women, is the 
best of the four synagogues that the 7,000 Jews of Petersburgh possess, wherein 
to offer up their prayers to Heaven. The feeling of disappointment is the greater 
because this handsome city owes its magnificence and its splendour almost wholly 
to its public buildings. Prima facie you would not have expected that the Jews 
would have been behinchand in the construction of a decent place of worship. 
But one must not forget, as the Russians are prone to, that people become what 
circumstances make them. During some years site after site has been suggested 
to the authorities as convenient for a synagogue, and time after time they have 
never failed to find some frivolous cbhjection to the proffered spot. One place is 
too close to a favourite Greek Church ; another is so conspicuous as to be likely 
to offend the religious feeling of the fastidious citizens. I hear, however, that 
at last they have succeeded in getting an unobjectionable plot of ground, on 
which they are about to raise a place of worship which is to rival the new 
Berlin building in size and beauty The very existence of the Jews at Pcters- 


burgh has been of such an uncertain and precarious nature, that it is only 


surprising that they are not worse off than they actually are in this respect. 

And this circumstance leads me to say a word on the rights, or rather the 
wrongs, of the Jews in Petersburgh © It would bea mistake to take it for granted 
that intulerance or even interference has always been the order of the day, There 
have been periods of Russian History when principles of toleration have prevailed. 
What were the motives which actuated those who pursued that policy, it would, 
perhaps, be ungenerous to attempt to fathom. As a fact, the Great Peter had 
suflicient sense to understand that the success which he anticipated for his new 
capital would not be impaired, but on the contrary would be ensured, by the 
admission of the Jews. . His daughter Elizabeth did not possess the foresight of 
her father, and about the middie of the eighteenth century she chased them from 
the kingdom. Later, Catherine the Great allowed them to re-enter. The two 
predecessors of the rcigning Tear differed widely in their treatment of the Jews, 
Nichilas deprived them. of pre- 
vious rights and privileges, forbidding them to reside in Northern Russia. 
Those, however, who happened to be resident in Petersburgh and some other 
large towns, at the time of this baneful decree, were allowed to remain 
undisturbed. The name of Sir Moses Montefiore is still mentioned by 
Russian Jews with ‘gratitude for the earnest but ineffectual part he took 
to get these. harsh disabilities relaxed. It is not very difficult to under- 
stand how the unfortunate Nicholas reconciled his efforts for the ameliora- 
tion of the serfs with his refusal to emancipate the Jews. One course was 
essential to secure the safety of his dynasty, the other to satisfy the ignorant 
fanaticism of his subjects, The Jews of Petersburg still live under this intolerant 
disqualification, though, I believe, it is dispensed with on the payment of a 
substantial fine. 

Only three years ago a commission sat in- the metropolis to consider 
the advisability of graming Jews the liberty of residing in any part of the 
Empire, and it is net cheetiug to think that the veil of bigotty and ignorance

In accordance with the anticipation I expressed in my last, all the 
peasants who were implicated in the Darabani outrages have been acquitted at 
the Dorohoi assizes, and the Jews, who brought the action, sentenced to pay the 
costs of the trial. The announcement of the verdict was received with loud 
applause by all Roumanians, while it has produced deep consternation and 
sorrow among the Jewish population throughout the country. Henceforward, 
we no more can rely on Roumanian justice. Roumania has once more shown 
her spirit of traditional intolerance. I say Roumania, because the result of the 
trial is not a fact confined within its own sphere, it is of wider importance, it is 
of international consequence. The jury in delivering their verdict, have dis- 
played a want either of insight in judicial matters, or, what is more probable, 
acted under the impulse of their own natural brute instincts. I£ violence, if 
pillage, if robbery, are thus publicly encouraged, if legal sanction is given to 
acts of vandalism, who, I ask, would in future vouch for the non-return of 
similar atrocities with the same impunity? No! we cannot proudly say there 
is justice in Roumania, like that celebrated and humble miller, Sans-Souci, who, 
threatened by Frederick the Great, declared: There are judges at Berlin. 
Justice in Roumania is but a farce, a mockery. Allow me to describe in a 
few words the jury, in order to enable your readers to judge for themselves as 
to the value of the verdict. | 

The jury which was called upon to deliver judgment was mostly composed 
of ignorant people, who, I may say, had not even the language at their 
command to know what the question was about ; but thus much they knew that 
they had Jews before them, and that a Jew must guand méme be doomed. 
Many Jewish witnesses who gave evidence in support of the accusation were 
sent to prison, to serve as a warning to others to be less conscientious in their 
depositions. In a country where corruption and depredation are the order of 
the day, where the primary notions of right and wrong are problems to be yet 
solved, where despotism is still broadly practised under the cloak of constitu- 
tionalism ; in a country, I say, where minds, not wholly developed, are not 
yet fit for better government, and where people are unable to exercise a certain 
self-control, such a liberal institution as a jury is almost out of place. So 
ciearly, so plainly was the guilt of the accused established, that one can hardly 
conceive how the jurors could possibly have arrived at their conclusion. Can 
justice thus be set at defiance? We can already foresee what awaits us in 
future; what may become of the civil and political rights which we have 
obtained from European magaanimity. ‘lhe verdict the jury has given reflects 
disgracefully upon Roumania, and is likely, nay, it is sure, to shatter the confidence 
Europe has just placed in her. A country which so little respects the individual 
ae of her subjects, such a country, I say, is undeserving of the sympathy of 

urope. 

Owing to the festivals, I could not supply you earlier with a report of the 
proceedings of the Dorohoi Assizes. Ina day or two,1 wiil furnish you with 
some further information respecting the details of the trial. I will also 
inform you of what is now going on in the Roumanian Parliament as regards 

_the Jewish question.

Anotker correspondent writes: I learn from Bucharest, that the way in 
which the two Chambers have solved the pending question of the convocation cf 
the Constituante, is giving rise to great excitement. It is well to point out that, 
whereas the Government, in consequence of the very resolute attitude of the 
Conservatives, was obliged to come to a compromise with the Senate, by which 
the Government had to submit to a delay with regard to the summoning of the 
Constituante, the vote of the Chamber of Deputies has fixed no time whatever 
within which the Constituante is to meet. By this means, one of the three 
principal questions of the Berlin Treaty, viz., the Jewish question, may now be 
said to be postponed, in a certain manner, for an indefinite period ; the Govern- 
ment being at liberty to carry out either the vote of the Senate, or that of the 
Chamber of Deputies. There is great excitement upon this subject among the 
Conservatives. They consider that the course taken by the Government is a 
move on the chess-board which is certainly very clever, but which the more 
sensible politicians of Roumania believe, and not unjustly, will lead to conse- 
quences which an adjournment of the question of the Jews must necessarily 
involve, and these opinions give rise to great apprehension. As a matter of 
fact, the basis upon which the solution of this question depends, is the recogni- 
tion of the independence of Roumania, and this independence is devoutly 
wished-for by the Roumanians, because, as they say, so long as it has not taken 
place, they are not safe against Russian aggression in so far as she may claiin a 
passage through Roumanian territory. ‘Thus, the Conservatives in Roumania 
desire to do all in their power to bring about a quiet settlement of the Jewish 
question, and we may look for serious agitations concerning it in the country.

BUCHAREST, OCTOBER 17. 

The Roumanian Chambers were dissolved last night by the decree of Prince 
Charles. The Address from the throne was very brief, and declared that, as 
announced in his Message opening the Session, the decisions taken by the 
Chambers on the Treaty of Berlin would be acquiesced in by the ruler of the 
Principality. No direct allusion was made to the Jewish question, but a general 
declaration was made that all remaining questions of internal and external policy 
would be settled in a constitutional manner. This latter sentence is interpreted 
as relating to the future status of the Jewish population in Roumania. The 
éneral opinion appears to be here that no Constituante will be elected as long as 
ussian troops remain in the Principality, and as these troops will apparently 
stay here through the coming winter, there will be some delay in the settlement 
of the Jewish question. Roumania should have a reasonable time allowed her 
for the regulation of this matter, as it involves difficulties and possible interior 
complications which are peculiar to this country alone, and which are unknown, 
and therefore unappreciated, in Western Europe. Many Jewish families are 
emigrating from Bessarabia into this Principality. Twenty-three households 


arrived at Galatz the day before the surrender of Bessarabia to the Russian 


authorities.

NEW YEAR AND THE DAY OF ATONEMENT IN CYPRUS.

LARNACA, Oct, 8TH. 1878. 

_ Knowing with what interest our race looks to the welfare of Cyprus, I fee! 
it my duty to send you particulars of how the Jews in Cyprus celebrated the 
New Year and Day of Atonement. Probably, it is many years since they have 
been celebrated on this island ; possibly, it is the first time, as we could not 
trace one single Jew. We are now twenty-five in number, and, strange to say, 
this small number is a mixture of almost all nationalities, English, German, 
French, Greek, Italian, Spanish, and Turkish. 

Our Rosh Hashanah had to be celebrated under difficulties, as we could not 
get _a Sepher and Shofar, although we telegraphed to Beyrout for them, but we 
made the best of it under the circumstances. As to Yom Kippur, we fared more 
fortunately, as we got a Chazan, Sepher and Shofar, from Alexandria. We hired 
a room; and I must here mention the exertions Mr. Ventura, a Gireck gentleman, 
used in procuring all the necessaries; and record our thanks to Colonel White, 
our Civil Commissioner, fur giving us full protection in placing two policemen 
at our sole disposal. We were not in need of them, as we were not in the. 
slightest manner interrupted. We offered a special prayer for the health of 
Queen Victoria, as well as for our Governor. 

We hope that we shall soon be numerically strong enough to erect a 
permanent place of worship, to which’ I feel sure we shall receive the sanction 
of the Governor, and the protection of Great Britain.

THE JEWS IN THE AUSTRIAN ARMY OF OCCUPATION, 
L FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
Letters received from Serajevo state that the Jewish community of that 


would allow the Jewish soldiers to celebrate the Jewish holidays in Serajevo, 
received a reply in the aflirmative and a regimental order, dated the 25th of last 
month, was issued relieving the Jewish soldiers from service for two days. Oue 
of the Jewish soldiers states that the commander of his company went farther 
and gave him leave for three days, He started from the Romanja Planina on 
the 27th early in the morning, and it was commencing to get dark when he 
arrived at Serajevo. Le continues :—* Wet and covered with mud, L hurried to 
the synagogue where the service had already commenced. [ had scarcely entered 
when 20 or 30 Jews surrounded me, each one whispering that I must become 
his guest.” He decided to become the guest of a young man who stood close to 
him. They went to the house which stands in the old approach to the Csemalusa- 
gasse. The soldier confesses that he had expected to find Oriental dirtiness there, 
and he was not a little astonished to find the greatest cleanliness in the court of 
the old house. They went up the stairs which were carpeted, and hia host, 
leaving outside’ his shoes, conducted him into the family dining-room. “To me, 
who during the eight weeks | had been in Bosnia had seen nothing but dirt and 
filth, who, coming from the dark oak forest of the Romanja Planina into this 
pretty chamber, covered with carpets and excellent in appearance, the room pre- 
sented a fairy-like aspect. A good many men came towards me and saluted me, 
ressing my hands with the words ‘Salem aleikum.’ Last of all came three, 
ladies who saluted me in the same manner. The men were dressed in long wide 
Oriental garments of velvet and silk. The women formed a most picturesque 
group.. Their heads were covered by Spanish caps richly adorned with gold and 
precious stones, from which a black plait of hair hung down. ‘The collar con- 
sisted of fifty or more pieces of gold. The bodice was ornamented with gold 
embroidery of the width of a hand; the rich silk dress tied down at the ankies 
in Turkish fashion. One lady attracted my special attention. She seemed to me 
to be the daughter, for she appeared scarcely older than 14. There was a con- 
stant smile upon her fresh red lips. Her black eyes burned like fire. My host 
was scarcely 19 years old, but had already been married three years, The 
young lady whom [had considered to be the daughter of the house was his wife. 
She had been his bride at10 years, At that time ‘he had bonght her out.’ At 
first the conversation went on slowly as I spoke Servian badly. | 1 noticed, how- 
ever, that the mother tongue of the family was Spanish, and with Servian, 
Italian, Latin, and Hebrew, I managed to make myself understood. Supper 
lasted for nearly an hour. The menu was almost entirely Turkish. Itis hardly ~ 
necessary to say that 1 remained in the house during the night, and how pleasant 
it was, after having been for eight weeks camping on the ground, to sleep under 
I may mention that during the twodays over 20 Jewish 
soldiers were treated in a similar manner by the Jews of Scrajevo We passed 
the night in happy conversation, and my beautiful young hostess, as a true 
Jewess, wished to induce ine to marry ayoung lady 12 yeare old, one of her rela- 
tives, and then I should remain in Servia and teach them Hungarian and 
German,” 
The writer of the letter next describes a political conversation with one. of

[ have much pleasure in stating that the often repeated reproach that 
Israelites do not like military service, and that they have not nerve enough for 
it, has lately received a very strong contradiction by facts. At the recent 
distribution of medals for bravery to the Austrian troops at Travnik, 
it was extraordinary to see the great number of decorations awarded 
to Jewish soldiers. Of the eight artillery men who were decorated, two 
were Jews. The gunner Fisher, during the bombardment of derajevo, after 
several men had been wounded, served three guns at the same time, and the 
head gunner Gutetein, who, like Fisher, belongs to the Light Field Battery, 
whea his corps was surrounded on all sides by the insurgents, by a few well 
directed shots restored liberty of action to the artillery and dispersed the ‘Larks.

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SABBATAI ZEVEI.—IIL.

After the youth Nathan, aged twenty, had become acquainted with Sabbatal, 
his senior by twenty years, prophetic revelations followed each other. The 
former, all at once, assumed the character of the risen Elijah, who was to pave 
the way for the Messiah. He pretended to have received a call on a certain 
day (probably in the night of Pentecost, 1665), that within a year and a few 
months the Messiah would show himeelf in his glory, would take captive the 
Sultan, not through the sword, but by means of certain hymns, and would 
establish Israel's dominion over all the nations of the earth. ‘The Messianic era 
as to commence with the year 1666, being the period of the Apocalypse, which 
» .*stian enthusiasts, too, expected to prove the commencement of the millen- 
arom. This revelation the pretended prophet of Gaza trumpeted forth, far and 
wide, through his writings, interweaving extravagant conceits and sensational 
: details. He informed Raphael Joseph that he had received the sums forwarded 
to him, exhorting Lim at the same time to hold fast his faith in Sabbatai Zevel, 
that Sabbatai was sure, within a year and a few months, to subject to himself 
the Sultan, and to lead him about as his prisoner. Sabbatai, however, would 
entrust him with the government until he should have subdued all nations without 
effusion of blood, with the exception of the Jew-hating Germany, which would 
be conquered in war. Then the Messiah would turn towards the river Samba- 
tion, and there marry the daughter of the great prophet Moses, thirteen years of 
age, who would be raised to the rank of queen, and whose slave Sara would be. 
Thence he would bring back the Ten Tribes to the Holy Land, he riding ona 


_lion, in whose mouth there would be a seven-headed dragon. The more extra- - 


vagant and absurd Nathan's prophetical quackaries were, the more credence 
they found. <A true spirit of infatuation possessed nearly all the Jews of 
Jerusalem and the surrounding communities Here was a prophet, once so 
timid a youth, and now announcing such bold things; and here was also a 
Messiah, who, in the Kabbala, stood higher than Chayim Vital, and even Isaac 
Luria. Who dared doubt the advent of the days of mercy ? Those who shook 
their heads at this rising delusion, were loudly jeered at by the followers of 
Sabbatai. 

It is true, that to the rabbinical leaders at Jerusalem these Messianic fooleries 
were very disagreeable, and they sought to nip them inthe bud, The circumstance 
that Sabbatai stood foremost and threw them into the shade, was suflicient to 
turn them against him. Moreover, he was charged with having distributed 
arbitrarily the sums of money brought by him from Egypt, and to have given 
the preference to his followers. Jacob Chages and his college, threatened him 
with the most dreadful excommunication, should he continue his agitation. 
Sabbatai, however, seems tu have paid little heed to this threat, especially as the 


excommunication could be of little effect, seeing that the multitude was on his | 


side. Even Moses Galente, son-in-law of Jacob Chages, looked up to as an 
authority in the Holy Land, cunsidered him as a significant phenomenon, 
although he, as he rubsequently declared, did not place implicit faith in him. 
However, Sabbatai soon perceived that Jerusalem was not the right stage for 
his schemes, since the rabbis. put obstacles in his way. Upon this, Nathan 
Gazhati, in an ecstacy, announced, ‘‘that Jerusalem. had lost its significancy as 
Holy City,” that Gaza took its place. Sabbatai hoped to achieve a greater 
success in his native town, then a considerable gathering-place for Europeans and 
Asiatics, His rich brothers had already prepared for him a favourable reception 
by the distribution of money among the poor, while Nathan's enthusiastic 
prophetical missions had inflamed the imagination of the Smyrniotes. Before, 
however, he quitted Jerusalem, Sabbatai had taken care to send out, far and 
wide, active messengers of an enthusiastic and deceitful character, who, as 
prophets, were to herald forth: the advent of the Messiah, to stir up the minds 
of the people, and to fill them with his name, Sabbatai. Raphael, .a beggar 
and swindler of Morea, spun the long yarn in the quack-like fashion, raving 
about the greatness of the Messiah, and a German Kabbalist, Mathatia Bloch, 
did the same thing in blind simplicity. 

Thus it came to pass that when Sabbatai left Jerusalem, voluntarily as he 
said, expelled as others said, he was received in triumph by the large Jewish 
community of Aleppo. Still greater was the homage paid to him in his native 
city, Smyrna (in the autumn of 1665). The excommunication passed against 
him some years before was not thought of now. He was accompanied by one 
Samuel Primo of Jerusalem, who acted as his secretary, and his most zealous 
tout. Samuel Primo understood the art of investing insignificant things with 
official gravity, and to give by stylistic flourishes to this Messianic swindle the 
importance of a world-moving event. Ile alone remained cool amidst a con- 
stantly rising tide of enthusiasm; imparting direction and object to this madness. 
Primo seems to have proclaimed Sabbatai’s glory from conviction ; he had a secret 
plan which was to be realised through this Messiah. He seems rather to have 
used Sabbatai than to have been used by him. Sabbatai had tact enough not to 
oven himself at once openly at Smyrna as Messiah; he rather bade the 

elieving multitude not to talk of it as yet, uotil his time should have come. 
But this reserve was joined to other circumstances: Nathan's inflated letters, the 
arrival of some Jerusalemites, who offered to him the homage of the Holy City, 
without having been charged with any commission for this purpose, the rigorous 
penance to which the people subjected themselves im order to expiate their sins 
and to render themselves worthy of the Messianic advent—all these things power- 
fully excited and stirred up the multitude, so that they waited impatiently for the 
day of the manifestation. Apart from this, he had all the Kabbalists on his 
side, whom he had gained over by his mystical interpretations. At last New 
Year, 166, Sabbatai declared himself publicly in the synagogue as the expected 
Messiah, amidst the sounding of cornets, and. the multitude shouted to him 
“Long life to our king the Messiah.” The proverb that the prophet is not 
honoured in his native place for once was given the lie. The ravings of the 
Smyrnioites knew no bounds, Tokens of veneration, and of the most enthusi- 
astic affection were bestowed on him. It was not a rejoicing, it was a rapture, 
since the long waited:for Messiah had at last appeared, and this, too, in their 
community. ‘The rapture seized large and small. Women, girls and children 
fell into ecstasy, and proclaimed, in the language of the Sohar, Sabbatai Zevei 
as the true redeemer. The prophetic word : that God at the end of days would 
pour out his spirit over the young seemed to have been fulfilled. All prepared 
for a speedy departure for the Holy Land. Men of business neglected their 
trades, and only thought of the kingdom of the Messiah. The confusion of their 
minds showed itself in the manner ip which they endeavoured to merit to share 
in the days of grace. On the one hand, they subjected themselves to incredible 
penances, fasted several days in succession, denied themselves sleep for whole 
nights, in order to obliterate sins committed and their effects, through Kabba- 
listical formule of prayer (tikkunim), bathed in bitter cold weather, and even 
insnow. Some dug holes in the ground, and stood in it up to the neck, and 
remained in this grave until the body tecame rigid with cold and damp. On the 
__ Other hand, they abandoned themselves to unbridled rejoicings, and indulged in 
festivity upon festivity, in honour of the Messiah, whenever Sabbatai made hi, 


visions, made their appearance on all sides.

appearance—always surrounded by a large retinue—whenever he passed through 
the streets singing psalms, “ The right hand of the Lord is exalted, the right 
hand of the Lord bringeth victory,” or.as often as he preached in a synagogug 
affirming his Messianic capacity b Kabbalistical interpretations. He only 
showed himself in procession, publicly cooled himself with a fan, and whomso- 
ever he touched with it felt himself quite sure of the kingdom of heaven. The 
rapture of his adherents knew no bounds. Every word that fell from him wag 
repeated a thousand times, as though the word of God was interpreted, 
exaggerated and refined upon. Everything he did passed as a miracle, wag 
spread abroad and believed. The ravings went so far, that the believers in him 
at Smyrna, as well as elsewhere, especially at that Kabbalistical nest of old— 
Salonica, married their children to each other—there were seven hundred such 
couples—in order to bring into the world in conformity with Kabbalistical 
dreams the souls not yet born, and thus to remove every obstacle to the advent 
of the days of grace. 


Sara, his wife, through her not overmodest bearing supplemented his activity 
which showed itself now in public eemonstrations, and now through studied 
retirement, whereby he electrified the souls of the simple-minded believers, 
Her part was to operate through the channel of sensuality on the male portion 
of the population. The confines of modesty, much narrower among the Jews in 
the East than in Europe, were passed over. In Messianic raptures men 
and women danced in company, behaving like mad people, and in their ecstasy 
are said to have been guilty of divers excesses. The voices of the thoughtful 
and censurers were hushed into silence more and more. All were sticked in as 
in a whirlpool, and the unbeliever reduced to impotence. The Rabbi Aaron dela 
Papa (he died in 1674), an aged worthy man, who at first spoke aloud against 
these Messianic ravings, and excommuvicated its author, was reviled publicly 
together with several other rabbis by Sabbatai in one of hie discourses, was 
deposed, and at last compelled to quit Symrna. The contemporary and rival of 
this rabbi was Chayim Bensenisti (died in 1673), a rabbi of considerable Tal-— 
mudical authority, of extraordinary erudition, but who, because he was a literary . 
opponent of de la Papa, not only acquiesced in his depositiou, but even accepted 
his office transferred to him by Sabbatai. At first he had his scruples about the 
new Messiah, but at last he too became a believer, and infatuated the multitude 
still more by his authority. At Sabbatai’s instigation sanguinary fanaticism 
arose, At Smyrna there then lived a very noble-minded, wealthy and much 
respected man, Chayim Penya, who opposed with might and main this Kabba- 
listical swindle. He was fallen upon in the synagogue, pursued and almost torn 
in pieces by the infuriated multitude. Sabbatai Zevei, the presumed essence of 
all virtue, ordered the synagogue to be broken into and to seize the malignant 


heretic. But Penya’s daughters themselves became enraptured, fell into an 
ecstasy, and prophesied. Nothing, therefore, remained for their father than to 
give in. Le, too, assumed the appearance of a believer. Penya conquered, . 


Sabbatai was now an autocrat of the community of Smyrna, He could lead the 
Jewish population as be saw fit. While in this mood, which lasted some months, 
the Jews of Smyrna were little afraid of their tyrants, the Turkish Kadis, 


‘Whenever these tried to check the increasing disorder, they were offered large 


presents, and were thus induced to wink at it. 4 
The proceedings in the Jewish quarter of Smyrna created a great stir in 
ever widening circles. By degrees, the Asiatic congregations in the vicinity, 
which, attracted by reports ha! sent to make enquiries, and in return received 
exaggerated accounts of the Messiah's power, fascination and miracles, were 
drawn into the same delusions. Secretary Samuel Primo, took care that the 
Jews abroad should be provided with the necessary intelligence about the 
Messiab, and should be duly impressed with it. Nathan Ghazatu did the same 
in Palestine through missives and the prophetical messengers—Sabbatai, Raphael 
and Mathatia Bloch, who edified their audiences with marvellous tales about the 
redcemer. But Christians, too, spread the news. The consuls, the secretaries 
of the English and Dutch commercial houses and the evangelical clergy, sent 
reports of the extraordinary occurrences at Smyrna, and, it is true, laughed at 
the folly of the Jews, but at the same time could: not free themselves from a 
sort of semi-belief. For they saw with their own eyes the ecstacies, and heard 
with their own ears the announcements of the prophets, male and female, 
proclaiming Sabbatai asthe Messiah. Sabbatai Zevei was talked-of at the chief 
exchanges as aremarkable phenomenon, and eve y piece of news from Smyrna 
and Constavtinople was retailed with cagerness. At first, the Jews were a3 
though stupified by the startling intelligence so suddenly breaking in upon 
them. Was the long-cherished hope, that oppression and ignominy would be 
removed and Israel restored in glory to her home, at last to be fulfilled? No 
wonder that scenes similar to those in Smyrna, were enacted also in other places. 
Credulity, which received every piece of intelligence as an undeniable fact, 
enthusiastic exaltation, penances, and distribution of alms among the poor, i 
due preparation for the advent of the Messianic period, and occasional ecstatical 
At Constantinople, an aged 
Kabbalist, Moses Serul, suddenly began to sing, skipped like a boy, fell down as 
though in a fit, and announced, in the language of the sohar, that Sabbatal 
Zevei, of Smyrna, was the true Messiah, and that he would make an end to 
Israel's exile. At Portoferrayo, in the- island of Elba, a Jewish tailor had a 
similar ecstatic vision, Jay on the ground as though lifeless, and then discoursed, 
now laughing and now weeping, of Israel’s approaching redemption, and of 
Sabbatai’s power in heaven and earth. Such occurrences, which can be 
accounted for by the contagion of visionary exaltation, exagzerated and 
embellished, were spread about, and kindled the imagination in ever widening 
circles. They found means well prepare 1to get credit for even the most senseless 
things. Not only the dull multitude, but nearly all rabbis, and even men of 
education and philosophical culture, fell a prey to this credulity. The Kabbala, 
overrunning with its weeds all minds, had begotten this credulity. Even ihe 
Karaites, who rejected the Talmud on principle and professed to hold to the 
Bible only, had been deluded by the Kabbalistical hallucinations. There was 
not then in existence a single individual of influence and weight, who could 
have recognised and uncovered the fundamental unfortunate cause of all these 
phenomena—the Kabbala and Sohar. It was asad time. It is true that Jacob 
Sasportas, a native of Africa, but a resident first of London, then of Amsterdam, 
and at last Hamburg (he was born in 1620 and died in 1698), a man of great 
courage and outspoken, who, in consequence of his great talmudical learning, 
possessed great weight for a time, passionately combatted these Messen 
ravings. He was indefatigable, despatched missive upon missive to all om 
congregations and their leaders all over Europe, Africa and Asia, unmasking the 
gross deceptions, and warning against the sad consequences. But he, too, nto 
caught by the snares of the Kabbala, and acknowledged its principles. While 


occupying the ground of this sham wisdom, the complete visionaries were much 


more consistent than those who only half believed. Spinoza with bis luminous 
ideas, might have dispersed ihis dense mist, but he had turned away = 
Judaism and his race, and looked on with indifference, and perhaps even W!

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Archeological studies. 
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JOTTINGS FROM ABROAD. 


HunGary.—Notwithstanding the unpopularity with which the Austrian 
occupation of Bosnia and the Herzegovina is regarded in Hungary, both Jews 
and Christians in that kingdom have actively and patriotically bestirred them- 
selves for the benefit both of those who had to take part in the campaign and of 
those who were dependent on them for their support. In the foremost rank 
stand the Jews of Pesth. Concerning the Jews in Vienna and other parts of 
Austria we have already spoken, ‘The Jewish Ladies’ Association in TPesth 
aided in the maintenance of the wives and children of the soldiers and in 
relieving the wounded, The Jewish community in the same city set apart 


twenty-five beds in the Jewish Hospital for the reception of a similar number of | 


wounded soldiers, irrespective of their race or creed. 


Russta.—Letters from Cherson (Russia) state that within the last few years 
many yeung girls have started thence for St. Petersburg for the purpose of 
studying at the Medical Academy there. Aboui three-lifths of these young 
ladies are Jewesses, The parents do not miuch like their daughters to go, on 
account of the bad repute in which the female students are held. -In some 
instances the cfforts they made to keep their children at home met with success, 
but, as a rule, the girls, thirsting for knowledge, employed means for effecting 
their purpose against which their parents were powerless: Such a case is 
announced from Nowosti. The daughter of a Jew of Zelisalvatgrad, who was 
on a visit to her relations at Cherson, and had for a long time desired to go to 
St. Petersburg to study, but whose parents had opposed her wishes, asxed 
advice of a young student. He asked her to marry him, saying that then she 
would be free from the authority of her parents. She consented, and the two 
young people went to Odessa, where they were married according to Jewish rites. 
The young lady then informed her parents of the fact, adding that she would 
now, with her husband’s consent, go to the St. Petersburg University. 


F'rANce,—F rom a report presented by the Minister of Public Instruction, on 
the condition of Secondary Eduvation in 1876, it appears that there are fifteen 
lycées in the principal towns of France to which Rabbis are attached for the 
purpose of giving religious instruction.—M. Léon Cahun, Sub-Librarian at the 
Mezarine Library, Paris, has recently set out for Cyprus, charged with a special 
mission by the Minister of Public Instruction, relative to Anthropological and

Tut Jewisu Seminary IN Pestu.—The Jewish Rabbinical Seminary in Pesth 
having completed the first year of its existence, the directors have issued a report 
of the year’s labours, &c., whence it appears that the institution is attended by 
twenty-four students. Inthe upper division twenty-three hours are devoted to 
instruction during each week. ‘The subjects studied there include some of the 


minor Prophets, the Babylonian Targum and Ezra’s Commentary on Genesis, — 


the Treatises Gittin and Chullin, the introduction to the Mishna, paragraphs 
from the Yoré Déah, Leviticus Rabba, the Life and Writings of Saadiah, the 
Religious Philosophy of Abraham Ibn Daoud, and other rabbinical writings. 
The Library of the Seminary already contains some 5,000 volumes. Large sums 


of money have been contributed towards the support of the students, The report, 


from which the above items are obtained, is preceded by a learned essay, wr tten 
by one of the Professors, Dr. von Bacher, on the Haga!a and the Babylonian 
Talmud.
